Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to mal<e other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be used to make 
other and materially different product. For example, the method can be use to protect or 
form a device different than semiconductor devices i.e., ferroelectric or superconductor 
devices. 

Furthermore, claims 15-22 and 24-25 are product-by-process claims; the 
patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in 
the product-by process claim is the same as or obvious fi'om a product of the prior art, 
the claim is unpatentable even though the prior art product was made by a different 
process. In re Hirao and Sato et al.. 190 USPQ 15 at 17 (CCPA 1976 (footnote 3). See 
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also IN re Brown and Saffer, 173 USPQ 685 (CCPA 1972); In re Luck and Gainer, 177
